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Board of Selectmen hear from EPA regarding Olin site

WILMINGTON — At their 
most recent meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen heard 
from James DiLorenzo, Su- 
perfund Project Manager at 
the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) for the 
ongoing Olin project and its 
eventual cleanup. 

Thé Olin site was added to 
the superfund list in 2006 and 


an agreement with the re- 
sponsible parties to conduct 
an investigation under the 
superfund law was signed in 
2007. EPA approved a work 
plan for the site investigation 
in 2009 and since then field- 
work has been ongoing at the 
site and around town. 

“The objective of the EPA 
investigation under super- 
fund is to delineate the full 
nature and extent of all iden- 
tified chemicals associated 
with the site,” said DiLo-

of sadness and relief that 
they leave their roles. 

The next letter vouched 
for all of the positive that 
Spinazola and Missy Sim- 
mons have brought to the 
trip, and for the stress 
that they’ve been under 
for all of these years. 

In the final letter, a Wil- 
mington parent found the 
“lack of staff participa- 
tion” in this trip to be 
abhorrent. This parent 
claimed that this decision 
will have the biggest neg- 
ative impact on the stu- 
dents, and that it is only 
now clear why so many 
students are leaving the 
public school system in 
the town. 

Committee chairman 
Stephen Bjork then stated 
that more alternatives 
and answers would be 
held for their next public 
meeting. The committee 
expressed desire to an- 
swer the questions that 
parents of this year’s 
eighth graders have, 
which they plan on ad- 
dressing very soon. 

Julie Broussard shared 
some perspective when 
she talked about the influ- 
ence and misinformation 
of social media, where 
she says people have been 
sounding like spoiled chil- 
dren. 

The committee mem- 
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renzo, going on to point out 
that it’s not just limited to a 
predetermined list of chemi- 
cals, but they also look at the 
site’s history and sampled a 
list of over 200 different 
chemicals in the soil, sedi- 
ment, surface water, and 
groundwater.

The $8.5 million modern 
facility has two new regular 
basketball courts and an 
obviously expanded swim- 
ming pool that come into

President Donaghey was 
quick to point out, “I want to 
first and foremost thank 
Mayor Scott Galvin, Rich 
Haggerty and the entire City 
Council who helped us ‘rise 
from the ashes’ in our ‘dark- 
est days’ when we were go- 
ing to be ‘essentially home- 
less for one year’ Donaghey 
also exclaimed in a smiling 
fashion when he thought, 
“OMG — the city might bill 
me for all the times I called 
their cell phones saying 
‘Help.’”

Pre- - 
viously funded projects 
include: Tewksbury’s Fes- 
tival of Trees, Tewksbury 
Community of Artists’ An- 
nual Art Show, High 
School theatrical and spo- 
ken-word performances, 
and artist performances 
and programs for children 
and adults hosted in 
Tewksbury locations in- 
cluding the public library 
and senior center and in 
the school system.

History: 


Wilmington’s 9/11 tragedy, 
9() years ago

Nearly three quarters of a 
century before the 9/11 tra- 
gedy of 2001, Wilmington 
was shocked by the Sept. 11, 
1927 deaths of two firemen. 

Wilbur Sheldon and Rus- 
sell Pratt, were hit by bricks 
when a stream of water 
from a fire hose hit a-red-hot 
chimney. 

The fire was in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Goggin 
on Dudley Road, off Lake 
Street, near the town line. 
Mr. Goggin, an employee of 
the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co., had recently pur- 
chased the house, and had 
spent Saturday afternoon 
cleaning up the house and 
yard. There was speculation 
that a spark from a bonfire 
started the fire which de- 
stroyed the home. 

Mr. Goggin was awakend 
by intense heat just before 11 
p.m. He sprang out of bed. 
The stairway downstairs 
was already an inferno. 
Goggin woke his wife and 
son and then threw a chair 
through the window over- 
looking the front porch. 
They crept onto the porch 
roof and jumped to the 
ground. 

Larz Neilson was one of 
those who went to the scene 
of the fire. A youth of 16, he 
saw the fire from his home, 
on the opposite side of the 
lake. He ran to the scene and 
joined with others on the 
hose line. 

Ahead of Neilson, on his 
left side, was Jerome O’Lea- 
ry, a volunteer firefighter 
and later a selectman. To 
Neilson’s right were Pratt 
and Sheldon, and behind 
Sheldon was Chester Horton 
of Swain Road. 

The house was nearly com- 
pletely burned, but the heat 
was still intense, and inside 
that glowing mass stood the 
chimney. The two hosemen 
who were directing the play 
of water inadvertently struck 
the chimney and it collapsed 
on the men with the hose. 

Pratt and Sheldon were 
both struck on the head by 
falling bricks. Horton was 


struck on the left shoulder 
and arm. He suffered lacer- 
ations. Neilson was brushed 
on the right shoulder by one 
of the bricks, but was not 
injured. 

O’Leary shouted, “Men 
down!” and willing hands 
picked up Sheldon and Pratt. 
Both were still alive. They 
were taken to Tewksbury 
Hospital in private cars, the 
drivers being Ernest Pelle- 
tier and Bill Walsh. Dr. 
Gardner of St. John’s Hos- 
pital got out of bed and went 
to Tewksbury to treat the 
two men. 

Sheldon died at 9 a.m. 
Sunday, and Pratt a half- 
hour later. 

Wilbur Sheldon was a des- 
cendant of Asa Sheldon who 
lived in Wilmington in the 


‘first half of the 19th Century. 


Asa was the author of “Wil- 
mington Farmer,” an autobi- 
ography still worth reading. 

Wilbur’s father was named 
Asa Sheldon, and he was a 
local butcher. Wilbur, as a 
boy, had taken part in the 
last cattle drive in Wilming- 
ton, droving cattle to be but- 
chered. 

A 1918 graduate of Wil- 
mington High School, he 
worked for the treasury 
dept. of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. He was the 
treasurer of the First Meth- 
odist Church and a member 
of the Friendship Lodge 
AF&AM. 

A man with a sunny dispo- 
sition, he was survived by 
his wife, Olive Carter Shel- 
don. Olive served for many 
years as clerk to the Wil- 
mington selectmen as as an 
assessor of Wilmington. 

Russell Pratt, 44 years old, 
was a native of East Boston 
who had lived in Wilmington 
for 17 years. He was a sign 
painter and became a volun- 
teer fireman in 1911. He 
served five years in the U.S. 
Navy starting in 1914. 

He was survived by his 
wife, Emma Butters Pratt, 
and a son, Russell. 

There was a double funeral 
at the Methodist Church. 
The Rev. Stead Thornton 
officiated. Prior to the fu- 
neral there were services at

When I saw the help want- 
ed ad in the Town Crier for 
a Weekend Activity Assis- 
tant at Brightview Senior 
Living facility in Woburn, I 
thought I’d reply and try to 
arrange an interview. The 
job description sounded in- 
teresting. 

“Activities” is such a broad 
term I had no idea what it 
might entail. If nothing 
came of it, at least I could 
practice my job interview 
skills. I wasn’t prepared for 
the life-changing experi- 
ence that followed. 

I was mildly surprised 
when I found out I had been 
granted an interview. I don’t 
know what I was thinking. 
The career path I’ve chosen 
as a graphic designer is the 
furthest thing from the 
medical profession. I wasn’t 
even sure what an Activity 
Assistant was. Yet, some- 
thing told me to give this a 
try. It sounded a lot better 
than working nights in the 
paint department at Home 
Depot. 

I could tell during my inter- 
view at the senior home that 
the manager was looking for 
someone with an experi- 
enced medical background. I 
told her I was the father of 
two boys and I handled all 
their medical emergencies 
with flying colors. 

She asked if I had experi- 
ence with elder care. I an- 
swered, “Yes. My parents 


Little did we realize at the 
time that the trip would be 
such an academic and self- 
discipline motivator. In those 
days, we rotated the trip be- 
tween three destinations, 
Washington and Williams- 
burg, Pennsylvania Dutch 
Country and Gettysburg, and 
Niagara Falls and Toronto. 

In all those years, we never 
had and incident with a child. 
In fact, we usually received 
accolades from restaurants, 
hotels and casual observers, 
because of the students’ good 
behavior. The selection pro- 
cess we used was vital and 
necessary as my philosophy 
was we are “not asking 
teachers to be responsible for 
students 500 miles from home 
for four days that we couldn’t 
trust in the classroom/school 
setting.” 

When I moved to the West 
Intermediate in 1979, we ex- 
panded the program and 
combined the two schools, 
without skipping a beat. 

Turning to the parent is- 
sues, rule one with parents 
was they were not allowed to 
be chaperones. Experience 
proved that parent chaper- 


| ones tend to focus on their 
| own child, at the expense of 
' the rest, and, although well 


behaved, some students need 
more supervision than oth- 


' ers, and only. the teacher 


chaperones know who they 
are. 
And of course, we had par- 


- ents that tried to manipulate 
exceptions for their child. 


fortunate, and how 
Tewksbury was determined 
to help those in need. 
Drouin’s suggested plan 
was not an easy one, as not 
only would the administra- 
tion itself be gathering 
items to send down south to 
Texas, but he would be ask- 
ing the student leaders of 
TMHS to band together in 
an effort to donate a collec- 
tive 2,500 clothing items to 
the victims of the Texas 
atrocities. 

These items would 
include brand new shirts, 
shoes, pants, and any other 
unused article of clothing 
that the students “could 
afford to donate. 

While initially this goal 
seemed daunting, even unat- 
tainable, Tewksbury’s stu- 
dents proved not to be taken 
lightly.

lived well into their 80s and 
90s and I took really good 
care of them.” 

I told her I was patient, 
resourceful and creative 
and I would love the oppor- 
tunity to supervise activi- 
ties for the senior residents. 

I must have said some- 
thing right. I wasn’t the 
most qualified candidate, 
but I was probably the most 
enthusiastic. Maybe it was 
because I didn’t flinch when 
I was asked how I felt about 
driving a 12-passenger bus 
full of senior residents to 
church on Sunday mornings.

I was impressed during my 
tour of the Brightview Sen- 
ior Living facility. The 
building is new and modern 
— from the giant high-defi- 
nition movie screen in the 

*Club Room to the state-of- 
the-art flat screen TVs in 
the exercise room and the 
pub. Yes, the building has a 
fully stocked Irish pub 
where monthly beer and 
wine socials are held for 
residents to mix and mingle. 

When I was offered the 
position, I worked out a 
weekend schedule with the 
Activities Director. I happi- 
ly started preparing activi- 
ties to fill various time slots 
during the day. I conduct a 
Saturday morning exercise 
class, followed by an 
informative weekly news 
recap called News & Views. 

I keep the residents up to 
date on national and world 


All were rebuffed, and there 
was no court of appeals. 
That is why the trips pros- 
pered. There were rules, and 
everyone understood them. 

After 53 years in education, 
no one supports parent in- 
volvement more that I do. 
There are roles for everyone 
in a school setting, especially 
today. Parents are partners, 
and I encourage their involve- 
ment. However, in the day-to- 
day operation of the schools, 
the final decisions rest prima- 
rily with the principal. 

If the principal does not 
communicate clearly every- 
one’s role and support his/ 
her staff, that is the quickest 
highway to low staff morale. 
I firmly subscribe to the 
rule, “If it ain’t broken, don’t 
fix it.” I suggest the school 
board, superintendent and 
principal show strong sup- 
port for the teachers’ in- 
volved, and the minority of 
complaining parents re- 
thinks their criticism of 
such dedicated individuals 
so willing to serve and pro- 
tect their children. 

Finally, let me confess the 
real value of these trips. 
Over the years, we found 
that while seeing and ob- 
serving all the historical 
venues was uplifting and 
educational, be assured, the 
real value added to these 
trips is instant maturation. 
You have students 500 miles 
away from home, for 4-5 
days, in a room with three 
other kids, and no mother to

from flood, wind, rain or fire.

To that end there are some com- 
mon-sense suggestions that every 
homeowner, apartment dweller 
and condominium resident can 
take and put into practice so as 
not to be caught unprepared in a 
severe weather situation. 

Keeping one or two jugs of 
fresh water on hand is one of the 
most basic steps to take. In 
severe weather, water supplies 
can become compromised and 
the tap may not be an option for 


ing our phones useless. 

Late August into September is 
the most active time for hurri- 
canes in our area. Emergency 
preparedness is an individual 
responsibility, freeing our first 
responders to attend to the most 
critical of needs during a weath- 
er event while staying safe them- 
selves. Downloading an app such 
as Massachusetts Alerts can give 
you early warning for storms 
and conditions where evacuation 
or sheltering in place is recom- 
mended. 

Items to have ready include 
extra medications, personal doc- 
uments, water, food, a manual 
can opener for non-perishable 
foods, basic tools, food that does 
not require heating such as gra- 
nola bars, crackers, dried fruit 
and nuts, baby items and pet 
care items including pet food, a 


carrier and a leash. A three-day 
supply is recommended per the 
Massachusetts Emergency Man- 
agement Agency. 

Preparing your home is also 
essential such as collecting all 
lawn furniture, toys and decora- 
tions so as not to become projec- 
tiles in heavy wind, having tarps 
on hand, purchasing a generator 
(follow guidelines and only use out- 
side the home), learn where your 
main water and electricity shut 
offs are, and have a plan to elevate 
basement items to avoid water 
damage. Storing items in large 
plastic storage containers instead 
of cardboard boxes, for example 
really makes a difference. 

Additional recommendations 
include filling the car with gas, 
keeping extra cash on hand, hav- 
ing bleach for water purification 
or disinfecting, checking carbon 


monoxide detectors, and unplug- 
ging electronics. 

It is also important to know 
where your nearest warming cen- 
ters or evacuation locations are. 
Check with local officials to learn 
which municipal buildings are des- 
ignated as such. Should a gas leak 
or downed wires become apparent 
after a storm, dial 911 to inform 
emergency services. Check on 
neighbors and those living alone 
or the elderly if possible. If you 
must drive, avoid driving through 
water. If traffic lights are out, treat 
intersections as a four way stop. 

Take some precautionary steps 
now while the weather is some- 
what calm so that you and your 
family are prepared for whatever 
Mother Nature may send this way.

but the word “hustle” is still 


not going to leave his vocab- 


ulary any time soon. He’s 


£been doing it since he’s been 
ia kid in East boston and at 
‘Wilmington High School. 


He’s had his hand in Wil- 
mington activities like coa- 
ching Little League and in 
basketball programs. 

Still, the time has come 
and he has good memories 
on: his positive impact on 


public housing. 


In nearby Woburn, the in- 
ventory has included every- 


thing from from state and 
federal elderly housing to 


state family housing. 

Two of the complexes, 59 
Campbell St. and Spring 
Court Extension, have 100 
units each. Campbell Street 
is the area for his offices at 
the state elderly complex 


‘and Spring Court Extension 
is for day-to-day housing 
‘units for individuals and 


families. 

All ,eight of the units are 
well. known and provide 
much needed shelter for a 
wide range of city residents. 
It.is all done, remarked 


McNabb, on a $2.5 million 
budget. And, like any prop- 
erty and property manage- 
-ment, repairs and upgrades 


are constant as seen by new 
kitchens and bathrooms at 
Crescent Avenue, and up- 
grades at the elderly com- 
plex at 70 Warren Ave. in the 
South End. The tenants in 


‘the facilities provide all the 


funds and the state, for ex- 


‘ample, provides no funds for 
‘housing for the families. 


“It’s roughly $2.5 million 
now each year to keep things 
in order,” he remarked. 


The Woburn Housing Au- 
thority provides housing as- 
sistance to low income resi- 
dent through the manage- 
ment of programs such as 
Low Rent Public Housing and 
the Housing Choice Voucher 
Program - Section 8. 

These programs are in- 
come based and the eligibili- 
ty guidelines are set by HUD. 

In many case, there may 
be a waiting list or lists for 
rentals or vouchers and at 
times the list may close to 
new applicants based on the 
size of and length of wait on 
the lists. 

The administration includes 
McNabb and seven others 
plus 18 maintenance employ- 
ees who are extremely active 
each day. 

He succeeded Ian McLaugh- 
lin as the Executive Director 
in 1987. 

In rough figures, it would 
cost a tenant $580 for an eld- 
erly unit at 59 Campbell St. 
(opposite Woburn Memorial 
H.S.) and some $620 for a 
family in typical family 
units, based on income in 
locales like Spring Court 
extension. 

The goal, too, noted 
McNabb, is to get individu- 
als paying jobs which in turn 
make each unit “that much 
more self sufficient.” The 
rents are based on income 
and the number of individu- 
als living in the units. 

“We also get some entitle- 
ment programs,” remarked 
McNabb, noting it all goes to 
keeping the rents down. 
“Right now, the quality of 
our properties is desirable,” 
he intoned, noting compari- 
son reports across the state. 
“Some are also paying as 
much as $1,000 a month,” he 
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added as individuals border 
on the top pay levels for their 
category of eligibility. 

The rents, however, can 
take as much as 30-35 percent 
of an individuals pay, check, 
he points out. 

McNabb, age 70, also says 
he will “probably be back 
here for a week or two at dif- 
ferent times in the transi- 
tion.” 

He said this is no problem 
at all and would enjoy help- 
ing out in the transition. 

The WHA has informed the 
state authorities of the re- 
tirement, however, the job 
has not been advertised yet. 

“Our board over the years 
has been terrific,” he beamed, 
noting many positive pro- 
grams during his tenure. “And 
yes, there is a veteran staff 
here so things should move 
along nicely.” 


Reflections 


McNabb has been in recent 
years the president of Mas- 
sachusetts Chapter of the 
National Association of Hou- 
sing & Redevelopment Of- 
ficials for two years back in 
2009 and re-elected in 2010. 

In May, 2009, he was named 
“Member of the Year” by his 
peers for his major efforts at 
Mass. NAHRO at their annu- 
al meeting. The group then 
consisted of 261 public agen- 
cies. and included 1,500 pub- 
licly elected and appointed 
officials. 

McNabb is a graduate of 
Boston University with a 
Bachelor of Science in Bu- 
siness Administration (he 
was also a 235 pound tight 
end on their football team). 
He is a graduate of Wilming- 
ton High School (1964) and a 


veteran of the U.S. Navy, 
including the U.S. Navy 
Reserve. He currently still 
lives in Wilmington with his 
wife Sue and has four chil- 
dren, three girls and a boy. 
He has also been recognized 
locally as he earned the 
Woburn Business Associa- 
tion’s “Humanitarian Award” 
in formal ceremonies in 2012. 
At the time, he was applaud- 
ed for being “well liked and 
respected not only by his 
peers but by his staff and res- 
idents, as well as. Woburn 
Housing Authority’s former 
and current Commissioners.”

At one point, he reflected 
in a message to the atten- 
dees at their annual Mass. 
NAHRO meeting: 

“When I was a young boy 
growing up on Bennington 
Street in East Boston, we 
had very little in terms of 
wealth and assets. My moth- 
er was from a very large 
Irish family: she was the 
oldest of 13 children and my 
dad was her high school 
sweetheart who had re- 
turned from the Marine 
Corp after receiving four 
Battle Stars in the South 
Pacific. 

“Hast Boston at the time 
was predominantly Italian 
and most families in the 
neighborhood were in the 
same boat, so to speak. 
None of us, however, knew 
that we were poor! My best 
friend, Patsy Piccorillo, and 
I would be as opportunistic 
as we possibly could be. We 
would work the churches on 
Sunday shining shoes and 
selling newspapers. We’d 
take our roller skates, make

When the wells are tested, 
they see low concentrations 
of‘a chemical called N-Nitro- 
sodimethylamine (NDMA),

-c*The concentrations have 
been very low, there is no 
drinking water standard for 


NDMA, but we do risk based 
calculations in cases like 
that and we have tentatively 
identified a concentration of 
42 nanograms per liter as 
being unacceptable from a 
longtime risk exposure, and 
these concentrations are 
generally around 10, give or 
take, in these private wells,” 
said DiLorenzo. 

There are, however, two 
wells on Cook Avenue that 
showed consistent patterns 
of detection, and because of 
that Olin is required to pro- 
vide those homes with bot- 
tled water. 

Another concerning element 
of groundwater is dense aque- 
ous: phase liquid (DAPL), 
which is an area where chem- 
icals are very concentrated 
and: pooled on top of bedrock. 

“It’s really dense, more 
contaminated than the sur- 
rounding groundwater,” said 
DiLorenzo. 

There are four pools of 
DAPL, one that extends un- 
der the Olin site, one under 
Jewel Drive (under the for- 
mer’) FedEx building), the 
latgest pool is located under 
both Jewel drive and Main 
Street, and then there is a 
small amount in Maple Mea- 
dow Brook. There is an esti- 
mated 25 million gallons of 
DAPL. 

In 2013-2014, Olin complet- 
ed a study on removing 


. DAPL. They put a test well 


in the DAPL pool on the old 
FedEx property on Jewel 


_ Drive and tested pumping 


the well at different rates. 


“You can’t pump the heck 
out of it like you can regular 
groundwater, you have to 
pump it based on the gravity 
drainage rate as they call it, 
if you pump it too fast it’s 
going to break up and dis- 
perse and cause bigger prob- 
lems, so they were looking 
for the optimal pumping rate 
which seems to be around a 
half gallon per minute,” said 
DiLorenzo. “They’re current- 
ly pumping it at a quarter 
gallon per minute because 
they eventually ran into trou- 
ble, just recently, at a half 
gallon per minute. They 
started to get some fouling 
happening, so they’re contin- 
uing to pump it at about a 
quarter gallon per minute 
and they’ve removed about 
900,000 gallons of DAPL, and 
maybe some mixed ground- 
water in there, from that one 
pool to date, it looks to be 
about 40 percent of the mass 
in that one pool.” 

In regards to cleaning up 
the DAPL and chemicals in 
the groundwater, Selectman 
Kevin Caira said, “I expect 
that EPA and yourself would 
be advocates for the resi- 
dents of Wilmington, not 
compromising. There’s no 
‘just a little bit leftover is 
good, that doesn’t work, it 
has to be gone.” 

Wilmington Environmental 
Restoration Committee Pre- 
sident Martha Stevenson 
said, “We must continue to 
support EPA to force Olin 
into cleanup.” 

“Our goal is to get to a 
cleanup decision that is the 
best solution for this site, and 
I’ve been working on this for 
10 years, ve been working 
with Martha and other great 
members of your community 
to try to get to the right solu- 
tion and I remain, personal- 
ly, advocating that solution,” 
said DiLorenzo. 

Next steps for the Olin site 
are a feasibility study on the 
site which is slated to be 
completed by late 2018, which 
would look at a range of 
cleanup options from not 
very aggressive to very ag- 
gressive. EPA wants to have 
a cleanup proposal for a for- 
mal hearing by 2019, though 
they are hoping to move it up 
into 2018. 

“Right now that recorded 
decision is slated for 2019, 


and we’ve been working to 
try and push where we can 
to get that done next year. 
It’s been a long time com- 
ing. Last time I came out to 
the community and had a 
large public meeting was in 
2015, I said I’d be back when 
I had a cleanup plan for you, 
which I thought would be by 
17 and here we are still not 
there, but we are moving in 
that direction,” said DiLo- 
renzo. 

Right now the timetable is 
showing a final cleanup de- 
cision in late 2019 and nego- 
tiations with the “responsi- 
ble parties” to implement 
the cleanup starting in late 
2020. 

DiLorenzo also discussed 
New England Transrail’s 
(NET) efforts to build a 
transloading facility on the 
Olin site. 

“EPA doesn’t get involved 
on the specific reuse of a 
property, but our concern, 
and where we do get in- 
volved, is to make sure who- 
ever uses that property in 
the future; it’s safe for their 
workers or other people: who 
visit that site to be doing 
whatever activity they’re 
proposing. We also get con- 
cerned with regards to what 
they do in terms of making 
sure that it doesn’t inhibit 
our ability to clean up the 
site and do what we need to 
do, so we’re looking at New 
England Transrail from a 
superfund standpoint with 
those two issues in mind,” he 
said. 

DiLorenzo also noted that 
though the site has been ap- 
proved for commercial use, 
the specific use has not yet 
been looked into, but it will 
be in the future with an En- 
vironmental Impact Study. 

“EPA typically would em- 
brace reuse, typically with 
regards to superfund we 
don’t want to spend all of 
these resources cleaning up a 
site to have it sit dormant, 
and so conceptually that’s 
our starting point with these 
sites,” he said. “When it 
comes to specific reuse we 
try to remain neutral and 
look at it from a potential 
exposure standpoint, are peo- 
ple going to be potentially 
exposed to any residual com- 
pounds on the site, and we 
have a lot of data that says 


no. A commercial user, whe- 
ther it be NET or whether it 
be Wal-Mart, is generally OK. 
Eight hours of exposure five 
days a week, and there’s a lot 
of numbers that go into figur- 
ing that out, and that’s why 
superfund looks at it up front. 
Then the second question, 
and the harder one, is given 
the specifics of what they 
want to do now, and given 
where the cleanup is, and 
we’re not at the cleanup yet, 
but, do you envision a sce- 
nario where they could build 
something that would prevent 
EPA from completing its mis- 
sion of cleaning up the site? 
Given that we don’t have a 
final cleanup solution yet, 
given that we don’t have final 
plans from NET, that’s a 
hard question to give a defin- 
itive answer to at this point.” 


a scooter, get a wagon and 
run groceries from the 
stores for the old ladies for a 
tip. We would throw pennies 
from the gutter to the wall 
or play stick ball for any- 
thing of value. Patsy and I 
even learned a little Latin to 
become altar boys at wed- 
dings for the envelopes. In 
other words, we would ‘hus- 
tle’? We would find ways to 
adapt! We always had each 
other’s back.” 

At the time of his induction 
as president, McNabb phi- 
losophized, “Well, the cur- 
rent climate in which public 
housing finds itself may be 
going backwards to those 
days of long ago when you 
had to hustle — when you 
refined certain skill sets, 
looked for alternatives in 
order to advance, observed 
your environment and made 
the best of it. 

The same basic principles, 
in turn, served McNabb well 
in the art of managing 515 
housing units, as well as a 
variety of other programs, 
has served him well. 

He also urged his compa- 
triots at Mass. NAHRO to 
focus on employment for 
those in units and “to create 
ways to assist our residents 
in finding jobs.” 

He’s always believed there 
are residents who want to 
work. The message, howev- 
er, was still the same for him 
and tenants “hustle.” 

And, one of his passing, 
favorite stories of his years in 
Boston includes the time 
when he was standing in a 
bank line in Boston when a 
masked bank robber from 
Charlestown passed him on 
leaving with a farewell of 
“good morning Mr. McNabb!” 
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The WHA... 
In a doctrine statement, 
the WHA notes: “The Wo- 
burn Housing Authority 
endeavors to maintain those 
basic requirements of law 
enabling equal and_ fair 
treatment toward those 


applying for and participat- 
ing in all of its public hous- 
ing and tenant-based pro- 
grams. Those persons seek- 
ing housing eligibility may 
do so without bias or preju- 
dice and will be assured of 
equal treatment and oppor- 
tunity.” 

The WHA also states, “Tt is 
the goal of this agency -to 
never settle for mediocre or 
status quo.”

Two neighbors step up to help 
defray costs in Jill Little’s recovery

WILMINGTON -- For 
Jillian Little, life could not 
have been much better on 
August 1, when she joined a 
friend of hers for a leisurely 
summer walk. The 19-year 
old Wilmington native, a 2016 
graduate of Wilmington 
High, was enjoying her sum- 
mer break from Merrimack 
College where she had made 
the Dean’s list as a fresh- 
man journalism major, and 
was looking forward to what 
lay ahead of her, both for the 
rest of the summer and once 
school resumed. 

Unfortunately for Jillian 
however, her picture perfect 
day and life changed in an 
instant, when during the 
walk she suffered a major 
stroke and was rushed to the 
Lahey Clinic. Once there, 
doctors tried to remove a 
clot in her head using a drug 
called TPA (Tissue 
Plasminogen Activator) and 
a procedure to suck the clot 
out. Both failed and the clot 
remains in her head as the 
damage is already done to 
that side of the brain. 

Jill was soon transferred to 
Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital where surgeons 
then operated on her brain 
to get the swelling to sub- 
side. Despite a successful 
surgery, Jill remains partial- 
ly paralyzed and unable to 
speak. Her doctors are 
unable to determine when 
she will regain mobility and 
have explained that every- 
one’s recovery is different. 

It was cruel blow to such a 
talented and vibrant young 
woman, but it is one she is 
working to overcome 
through the great care she 
received at Brigham and 


Women’s and now at 
Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Clinic. 


Jillian also has the love 
and support of her family, 
who are doing everything in 
their power to help in her 
recovery, from providing 
constant emotional support, 
to starting a GoFundMe 
page that has currently 
raised nearly $24,000 to 
assist in her rehabilitation. 

And on Sunday afternoon 
at the 13th Annual 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce 5K _ run/walk, 
Jillian also got the support 
of a pair of friends who vol- 
unteered their time and 
effort to raise awareness of 
Jillian’s recovery efforts. 

Danielle Grabowski and 
Erin Cooney, both 15 years 
old, are neighbors of the 
Littles, and have come to 
know Jillian over the past 
several years. When they 
heard of Jillian’s misfortune 


they decided not to stand 
idly by, but instead to get 
involved, walking in the 5K 
event, wearing T-shirts in 
support of Jillian, which 
read “Journey for Jillian” on 
the front and had her 
GoFundMe page address on 
the back. 

“T have known Jillian for a 
very long time because she 
is my sister’s best friend and 
we are very close with their 
family,” Erin said. “It was 
great to get out there and 
raise awareness and maybe 
get some more people to 
donate to her cause.” 

Grabowski concurred, 
adding, “I have known Jill 
through Erin’s sister for a 
long time, so I just wanted to 
help raise awareness for her. 
It makes me feel good to 
help out, and the race was 
fun.” 

Grabowski and Cooney are 
certainly not alone in their

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Wildcats run crazy to improve to 2-0 


The Night the Lights went out in Bedford;

BEDFORD - After starting 
out of the gates very slowly, 
the Wilmington High School 
Football team hit the gas 
pedal and put it the floor. 

In four consecutive drives, 
the Wildcats scored four 
touchdowns coming on 14 
plays, while combining for 
225 yards of offense and all 
of that came in a combined 
span of 5:05. 

The four scores as well as 
two more in the second half 
enabled the Wildcats to 
improve to 2-0 on the young 
season with a 41-13 thumping 
over Bedford in a non-league 
game played Friday night at 
Sabourian Field. 

It’s the first 2-0 start for the 
program since the 2011 sea- 
son. 

Offensively, Wilmington 
combined for 334 yards with 
217 coming from senior run- 
ning back John Kenney, who 
was nothing short of sensa- 
tional on the night. He 
scored three touchdowns, 
added two conversion rushes 
and was able to generate a 
lot out of nothing with an 
inexperienced offensive line 
still learning on the job. 

Defensively, Wilmington 
had the ‘bend but don’t 
break’ attitude for most of 
the night. The group gave up 
several big plays, but those 
were erased thanks to two 
interceptions by senior cap- 
tain Jason Vallee, who 
returned the second one for 
a 30-yard touchdown to close 
out the scoring. 

“This is where we had 
hoped to be, but at the same 
time we realize that we have 
a lot to fix in order to be suc- 
cessful in the (Middlesex) 
league,” said first-year head 
coach Craig Turner. “We 
have a really, really good 
team coming in next week 
(in Wakefield). We have to 
clean some stuff up but this 
was a very, very good step in 
the right direction. 

“Like I told the kids after 
last week’s game against 
Shawsheen (Tech), it wasn’t 
so much about the other 
team, it’s about us and fix- 
ing our stuff. We made too 
many mental mistakes last 
week and this week it was 
less but we can still be bet- 
ter.” 

Bedford opened the game 
with the ball and were mov- 
ing with two first downs and 
had the ball at the 
Wilmington 40 yard line 
when the lights in the stadi- 
um went out. That forced a 
25-minute delay. When the 
lights came back on, 
Bedford’s drive ended with a 
short gain and two incom- 
plete passes. 

The teams exchanged three 
combined _ punts, and 
Wilmington took over on 
downs on its own 48 with 2:40 
left in the first quarter. 
Kenney then took the ball 
four straight times including 
the fourth carry going 27 
yards into the end zone. The 
PAT kick failed. 

Bedford came right back 
and put together a 5-play, 67- 
yard drive capped off when 
quarterback Peter 
Kapanadis hooked up with 
Toby Hart for a 27-yard TD 
pass. Kapanadis booted the 
point after and Bedford led 
7-6.

Kenney then countered 
with three running plays for 
a combined 80 yards, includ- 
ing his 72-yard scamper to 
the outside, and going 
untouched down the right 
sideline. 

“We have a lot of guys on 
the offensive line who are in 
their first year (playing on 
varsity),”. said Turner. 
“There are some older kids 
and I don’t know if they just 
need to take a couple of good 
licks, or what but it seems 
like they need a couple of 
drives to get things going. 
It’s been that way through 
scrimmages and the whole 
way to this point. We finally 
got going and they started to 
give us some stuff and 
Johnny (Kenney) got going.” 

Again Bedford went three- 
and-out and again 
Wilmington got the ball and 
quickly scored. This time it 
was quarterback Graham 
Smith (4-for-10, 81 yards, 2 
TDs, INT) connecting with 
fellow senior captain Tyler 
Roberts (3 receptions, 75 
yards, 2 TDs) for a 48-yard 
TD pass. Kenney ran in the 
conversion and Wilmington 
led 22-7. 

Bedford managed to get a 
first down and eventually 
moved the ball to its own 33. 
Facing fourth-and-one, the 
Bucs went for it and were 
stuffed at the line of scrim- 
mage by the Wilmington 
defensive line. 

Three plays later, Kenney 
scored on a 20-yard run. The 
pass conversion failed and 
Wilmington built a 28-7 lead. 

“Offensively I think we can 
be even better and that’s the 
scary thing,” said Turner. 
“We are learning so much up 
front and we are getting bet- 
ter every single day. The 
kids were used to running 
ISO and Power and stuff like 
that, and tonight we did a lot 
of zone plays and stuff they 
are not used to be doing. As 
they get more comfortable 
with that, they will get bet- 
ter and better.” 

Kapanadis scored on a 5- 


yard run up the gut coming 
with 24 seconds left in the 
half, cutting it to a 28-13 
game at the break. 

Roberts caught a 22-yard 
touchdown from Smith for 
the lone score of the third 
quarter before Jason 
Vallee’s interception return 
iced it. 

Defensively, Wilmington 
had the two interceptions, 
but gave up 226 total yards 
including 173 in the air - sev- 
eral coming on very success- 
ful screen passes. 

“We talked about the 
screen passes all week,” said 
Turner. “We knew those 
plays were coming but we 
felt like we didn’t get good 
reps out of it during the 
week. Coach (Tom) Tone is a 
great coach and he has a 
great offensive scheme over 
there. We were very worried 
about what they could do 
offensively. 

“Defensively I think is the 
strength of the team. We 
were running two teams out 
there during the week of 
practice to get used to their 
pace. I think we were shell- 
shocked a little bit at first 
and thankfully the lights 
went out. If the lights stayed 
on, we may have been in 
trouble. Then the kids set- 
tled down and made some 
plays.” 

Wilmington will return 
home to face Wakefield on 
Friday night to open the 
Middlesex League schedule. 

“They are big, they are 
physical and they are much 
more physical than what we 
have seen so far as you 
would expect as we get into 
league play,” said Turner. 
“They will be the best team 
that we have played (in the 
first three weeks). 

“It’ll be good to see where 
we are - it’ll be a good meas- 
uring stick and to see what 
kind of shape we’re in. I’m 
excited for the challenge and 
why not? We’ll show up, 
they’ll show up and we’ll see 
what happens.”
